to refer tho rjuestlon of your relation* 
with Northern Ireland to foreign ar- 
bitration. 


"The conditions of the prpposed set- 


tlement do not arise from any desire 
to forco our will upon the people of 
another race, but from facts which ar« 
as vital to Ireland's welfare as to our 
own. 
They contain no derogation from 


Ireland's status as a dominion; no de- 
sire for British Ascendancy over Ire- 
land, and no impairment of Ireland'a 
national Ideals. 


"Our proposals present to thfi Irish

reau officials and other scientists be- 


Hi'tte Halfleld. his operations in several 


western and Pacific coast states dur- 
ing the past 20 years have been fre- 
quently marked by rain—once, in fact, 
near San Diego, by a flood.

quested my help. 
My record in the 


States Includes 22 successful commer- 
cial contracts with chambers of com- 
merce, city councils and other- munici- 
pal bodies.

Called to Canada 


I was requested by the United Ag- 


ricultural association of Medicine Hat. 
Alberta, to conduct a series of demon- 
strations-to see what the results in tho 
way of rainfall would -be. following 
the operations upon the atmosphere. 


During the summers of 191". 19l». 


1919 and 1320 the average rainfall over 
this portion of Western Canada has 
been only two inches. Sly proposition 
to the association was to increase the 
rainfall and bring about the largest 
possible rainfall during the months of 
May. June and July, the time of the 
year when most needed. 
I began my operations on May 1 of 


the present year and finished August 
1. And the records of the various rain 
gauges stationed over 
the 
territory 


show that during this period over five, 
arfd one-half Inches'of rain being reg- 
istered. As a result of this increase! 
precipitation, the crons of Southern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan will yieUi 
all the. way from five to forty bushels 
to the acre. 
Remarkable Results

over this portion of Western Canada.

.-ould have occurred naturally. 


Nothing Wonderful 


There is nothing wonderful 
about 


bringing about an increased precipita- 
tion over regions that have suffered 
from a deficiency of moisture. 


The casual observer understands llt- 


:le. about what the atmosnhere holds 
above him. To be sure, down on tha 
earth the air may contain little humid- 
ity, but by going up in the air oHy 
a few thousand feet a different conui- 
lion occurs. 


I have found In twenty-five years of 


study of the atmosphere that In all 
arid and semi-arid sections, the oppo- 
site ot moisture contents of the air 
Is prevalent. And after liberating thu 
forces of attraction in every one of 
these arid fields a rainfall resulted. 
Great Responiibility 


The most Important point shown by 


these operations. Is the 
rreat 
good 


that can be derived and the source of 
agricultural wealth that is created. 


Take those tests over southern Al- 


berta an<! Saskatchewan this summer. 
The Increased precipitation that re- 
sulted has placed these districts in a 
position to harvest a crop that will 
represent millions. 


Candidly. I will say that a work of 


for the results obtained are so great 
and the influences spread over such a 
vast territory 
that the handling of 


these Important operations, especially 
In years of drought, is far too great o.
